Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant presented arguments concerning the previous position 
taken by the examiner indicated in the previous rejection of claims 1 and 2. Applicant argued that the patented 
invention to Solie et al. '476 operated differently than applicant's invention in that the folding procedure takes place at a 
time wherein the membrane is in a "U" shaped condition and then provides a final pressing fold. Applicant's invention 
however provides forming the initiation part in a membrane in an unfolded, flat condition. The examiner suggested 
positively reciting the claims to include language that would distinguish the membrane in the unfolded, flat position 
during the forming step in order to differentiate over Solie et al. The examiner requested the amendment to be filed via 
facsimile in order to treat the amendment as a preliminary amendment with the Request for Reconsideration of
